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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner disagrees with the interpretation of the 
prior art of Hoglund. The prior art teaches the supplemental polling in the cited paragraphs of 88-96. Specifically the prior art discusses 
identifying the one new message from the 1001 messages, and then sending a new request to download the new message. 
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
